Mr. Nessell Retires

@ Fred E. Nessell, Registrar and Sec- 
retary of the Faculties of the Univer- 
sity, has announced his retirement at 
the end of the Spring Semester, after 
30 years’ service to the University. He 
will be on leave of absence after Feb- 
ruary 28. 

Mr. Nessell came to the University 
in 1929 as Assistant Registrar. He be- 
came Registrar in 1930, a post he has 
held ever since, except for a five-year 
period when he served as the Univer- 
sity’s Business Manager. A graduate of 
Hiram College, he served as Registrar 
of that institution before coming to 
George Washington. 

More than 100 of Mr. Nessell’s 
friends and colleagues at the Univer- 
sity honored him with a surprise lunch- 
eon last month at Western Presbyterian 
Church following the regular Univer- 
sity Chapel Services at which he was 
speaker. In recognition of his long serv- 
ice as a member of the Faculty Com- 
mittee on Religious Life, he was pre- 
sented with .a Bible on behalf of the 
Committee. 

Mr. Nessell was selected for hon- 
orary membership by the George Wash- 
ington chapters of Pi Gamma Mu, na- 
tional social science society, and 
Omicron Delta Kappa, national frater- 
nity emphasizing leadership in extra- 
curricular activities. He has been Presi- 
dent of the Ohio Association of 
Collegiate Registrars and President of 
the Middle States Association of Col- 
legiate Registrars. In 1955, he received 
a citation from the General Alumni 
Association of the University for his 
dedicated services. 

Mr. and Mrs. Nessell plan to live 
in Washington Court House, Ohio, after 
his retirement; and Mr. Nessell, who 
is an ordained minister, plans to do 
occasional preaching from time to time 
in various churches. 


ARTHUR E. Burns, Professor of Economics 
and Dean and Chairman of the Graduate

as well as George Washington. He 
was admitted to the Bar in New 
York in 1921 and practiced law in 
Massena, where he was serving as 
Justice of the Peace at the time of 
his death. 


Russian Telecourse 


W The University is currently present- 
ing, in cooperation with WTOP-TV in 
Washington, Classroom 9, Beginning 
Russian, every Monday, Wednesday, 
and Friday from 6:30 to 7:00 a.m., on 
Channel 9, WTOP-TV. 

Viewers of the program are reg- 
istered both for credit and non-credit 
with the University’s College of Gen- 
eral Studies. The telecourse, the first 
such course ever presented by the Uni- 
versity, is being taught by Vladimir 
Tolstoy, author and authority on Rus- 
sian language and culture. It is under 
the supervision of Professor Helen B. 
Yakobson, Executive Officer of the De- 
partment of Slavic Languages and Lit- 
eratures at the University, and admin- 
istered by Dean Grover L. Angel of the 
University’s College of General Studies. 
The program is directed for WTOP-TV 
by Norman Gorin, and Lillian Brown, 
Director of Radio and Television at 
the University is the coordinator. 


FLorence E. Mears, Professor of Mathe- 
matics, was one of ten top lady mathema- 
ticians in the nation invited to participate 
in a nation-wide testing program conducted 
by the Institute of Personality Assessment 
and Research of the University of Cali- 
fornia to study sources of development of 
creativity. 

Dr. Tuomas M. Peery, Professor of Pa- 
thology, has been elected Chairman of the 
American Medical Association’s Section on 
Pathology and Physiology. 


The Evening Star awarded $2,500 to the 
University for fundamental research for 
the current academic year. $1,500 was 
awarded to Lewis Stack, Professor of 
Physics, who will continue the work he 
began last year with an Evening Star grant, 
a study of the radioactive decay of the rare 
earth isotope Promethium-148. $1,000 was 
awarded to ALTON H. Desmonp, Assistant 
Professor of Zoology, who will investigate 
the histophysiology and cytology of the 
liver of guinea pigs. 


A grant of $11,200 to the University by the 
National Science Foundation will support a 
research project entitled “Excretory Func- 
tion of the Swimbladder and Gastric 
Mucosa,” under the direction of Dr. 
Cuartes A. Hocsen, Professor of Physiol- 
ogy. The aim of the project is to uncover 
further information important to the study 
of heart failure, glaucoma, and peptic 
ulcers. 


HERBERT JEHLE, Professor of Physics at the 
University of Nebraska, is serving this se- 
mester as Visiting Professor of Physics at 
George Washington. Dr. Jehle is teaching 
wave mechanics, theoretical physics, and 
optics. 


Mary Louise Rospins, Associate Professor 
of Bacteriology, has been named President 
of Sigma Delta Epsilon, women’s national 
scientific fraternity. 


Joun Martyn Bailey, former Research As- 
sociate at the Johns Hopkins University 
Hospital and Research Fellow at Johns 
Hopkins Medical School, has been ap- 
pointed Assistant Professor of Biochem- 
istry. 

Dr. James Q. Gant, Assistant Clinical Pro- 
fessor of Dermatology and Syphilology, 
spoke at a section meeting on astronomy 
at the annual meeting of the American As- 
sociation for the Advancement of Science, 
held in Washington in December. Dr. Gant, 
an amateur astronomer since the age of 14, 
has made detailed drawings and sketches 
of the moon. His contribution was recog- 
nized when the crater on the moon known 
as Archimedes A was renamed Gant in his 
honor a few years ago.

W Colonial fans can look forward to 


top-notch performances by George 
Washington teams this spring. 

Coach Bill Reinhart’s baseball 
squad will be defending its Southern 
Conference Championship for the 
fourth straight year. The Colonials be- 
gin a 2l-game schedule on March 26th 
against Vermont here. Last season the 
team tied for top conference honors 
with Richmond. On the basis of their 
overall record, however, the Colonials 
were picked to represent the loop at the 
District 8 NCAA playoffs at Gastonia, 
North Carolina. 


Last season was George Washing- 
ton’s first effort at intercollegiate crew. 
Chip Fawcett, a former Princeton oars- 
man, took over as the crew coach. Inter- 
collegiate sailing competition is another 
growing sport at the University. 

The Colonials grabbed more con- 
ference honors in tennis and golf. Both 
teams wound up their schedules in first 
place. The rifle team fired to fourth po- 
sition in the conference standings last 
year. All-American Paul Nordquist was 


the leading Colonial sharpshooter. 

Before the advent of Spring sports, 
G. W. fans focused their attention on 
one of the top basketball teams the 
school has had in recent years. By mid- 
season, the Colonials were sitting high 
with a 10-5 overall record and a 3-3 
balance in the conference. Guards Bill 
Telasky and Bucky McDonald were the 
highest scoring backcourt combination 
in the nation. 


New Admissions Policy 


W Secondary school applicants to the 
University for the Fall Semester 1959 
and thereafter will be required to take 
the Scholastic Aptitude Test given by 
the College Entrance Examination 
Board. 


The test will be given at a large 
number of testing centers throughout 
the country on March 14, May 16, and 
August 12 of this year. Applicants 
should take the test as early as pos- 
sible. Applications should be made at 
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2000 H Street, N. W. 
Washington 6, D. C. 


least three weeks in advance of the 
testing date. Complete information con- 
cerning application for testing and 
testing center locations will be supplied 
on request to The College Entrance 
Examination Board, Post Office Box 
#592, Princeton, New Jersey. 

The test scores will be merely a 
supplement to existing admission re- 
quirements. Weight will still be given 
to the following factors: the grades 
achieved in courses taken, the rank in 
class, and the school’s estimate of the 
probable college achievement of the 
student. 
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
